In moat modem tin^, 
just the contrary has Itappened to a man named Tbeooore 
Roosevelt. Roosevelt set out as a king, and found bimadf called an 
ass.

Roosevelt heard that a horde of Califdmiana had forbidde^ap. 
anear children In ait with wbitn chiMren in the scbcn l a. King Tlai^ 
dore became e>>raged. And, kinglike, he solemnly swore that he would 
not endure it, even if he had to summon the entire military force of 
the United' States. 

When the Californians heard of this—they- burst into a scornful 
hugli. They declared titere was such a thing as a natioiul oonstitu* 
tion. Theodore Roosevelt was meddling in matters which did not 
concern him, tfae>' said. They would take no orders from him in re-, 
gard to their schools. And ttiey Intimated that Theodore Roosevelt 
Was an ass.

ThereupOT Theodore Roosevelt cooled down perceptibly. And in¬ 
stead of sending an army to California, he sent an ofiatial to investi¬ 
gate the matter. This, in tect, he sltould have done in the first place. 

Anti after he got the report he sent no army, but let the state of 
California plead its case before a Federal judge. 

- • * • 

This was indeed a most i^lorious retreat for a man with so big 
a ejub as Roosevelt. Yet he still was in a false position. The best 
Jurists of the country declared that the Federal courts could accom¬ 
plish nothing. The United States had no authority in these mattefs.

Then came a third, still more sudden change. The president 
sununoned the mayor of San Francisco and the members ot the San 
Francisco school board to Washington. Instead of making war, Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt mtered into negotiations with Eugene Schmitz, who is 
onder criminal indictment ftr extortion, and, according to Republican 
reform papers, is "the central figure of a complete community of hi- 
lerest brtween harlots, procurers, corporation nugnates, best citizens, 
labor union politicians and pugilists."

And this brought the fourth change.

This, then, was the meager result which Roosevelt,has gained in 
this bargain. Thus just the contrary of the Hebrew Saul's fate' has 
been his—he started out as a king and found hhnsetf ‘Srritten 'down 
an ass."

It would seem, moreover, that he haa promised to confirm by a 
treaty with JapM fois Japanese exchition which now rests only on a 
lega^ authorization. 

In what poaition tloes he now stand with Japan; for which he at 
first took up the cudnel with such fiery zeal ? It it true—he seems to 
have persuaded the Japanese ^emment to enter into some sort of a 
treaty to permit temferarily the legal exclusion of Japanese working¬ 
men. Bin the J^iancse appear to have done this very 'unwillm^y. 
(There may be some trouble about it ip the future. ' ■ ■ .

So the last word in the case has not yet been spoken. 

But whatever may happen in the future—the Japanete esebmon 
in any case wUi remoin a fact. It can be no longer reversed. 

Re m ember that the exclusion of the Asiatics began with the Chi¬ 
nese. Now the Japanese and Koreans follow. And then may come 
the turn of the Aram. Syrians and Hindoos. So the immigration to be 
admitted to thii country will be restricted to members of European 
nations.

The People Should Rule 
^ Their Own Schools! 

By Victor L. Berger, 

I F tliere is one democratic institution left in this country, if thera 
is one institution that is at least nearly Socialist, that institu* 
tion is tbe public school. And that is only one of the reasons 
why the public school lias many enemies, open and secret. 

We prefer the open enemies. 1 

« * « * 

We distrust the man who claims to be a friend of the publig 
ichoools, but at the same time takes great care to send hit own chiU 
dren to private institutions. We dread the man who apparently is a 
friend of the public schools, but who can hardly await the time fo 
get the chiliLjnto his factory. . 

We do not a{^ee with such a man on the main points. ’ 

The Socialists want to keep the child as long as possible in the 
public schools. He wants to get the child as soon as possible. We want 
the pubUc school to give the child as good an education as our present 
civilization-can afford; to educate the hand and the brain. He wants to 
give simply the rudiments of book knowledge and just enough manuM 
training to make the child useful in the factory later on. We want tha 
child to become an intelligent and all-around cultured citizen. He, at 
best, wants the child to Income an industrious and handy wage-worker. 

To us Socialists, the public school is to be a central institution 
for the education and enlightenment of the next generation. To th* 
other side it simply means, in many cases, a necessary evil—to be got¬ 
ten rid of with as little exj^ise and taxation as possible. i 

The public Kliools have no better friends than Social-Democrats. 
* * * 

Since the Supreme court of Wisconsin has declared that the ap¬ 
pointment of the members of the school board by the Milwaukee judge's 
was unconstitutional, tlie school question has brame rather prominent 
in the Cream City, 

Now, there can be no doubt that there is a tendency in this coun¬ 
try towards “government by commission." It is a tendency towards 
administration by small boards, if possible, by appointed boards. Thia 
"government by commission" is a part of the game of plutocracy- 
hut a good many reformers are heart and hand in favor of it. 

And particularly in Milwaukee—where many of the reformers 
are outright crooks —they. jre in favor of such a commiss^. 

OFcourse, it is unnecessilry (o state that the crooks use toe mora 
honest men of the reform breed as mouthpieces. But the intention is 
the same. And the result is pernicious. - ^

Now, there can be no doubt that the sentiment of Milwaukee is 
overwhelmingly in favor of an elective board. Any poll of the voter! 
would show this. The election of last Tuesday iliowed it And, of 
course, the Half-Breeds—behind whom Mr. Pearce, the present super! 
intendent ia hiding—^now enough not to come out in opposition to aa 
elective school bwd. EsoeciaOy in view of the fact that the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney, Frances E. McGovern, one of the foremost and best of 
that crowd, has for years advocated such a board.

In view of the fact that the Khoot board has a right to levy and 

collect taxes, and spend $i,ooo/x» of the taxpav'ers’ monqy ammallA

We ought not to be put "under probation" for two, four and six 
years like the Filipinos.

way to prevent that by keeping the principals busy in the schMl rooms. 
If the Khool prindpals were compiled to do some instructional work 
in the cUm room, they would not have time to mix in scbitot poUtica, 
We Itoow that, there are some prindpals in Milwaukee who are incan 
able of doing any class work bKause they have gotten out of thg 
practice. 

Besides, if Superintendent Pearce has a right to mix into politica^fi 
Khool politics and other politics —so have tile principals. He U setting 
the example.

We ask that tbe state legislature provide for; 1 

1. An elective board, elected by tbe people directly, to hold officti 
not more than four years. If a termof four .veart is long enough fog 
the president of the United States, itis surely long enough for the meit^ 
bers of the Milwaokec Khool board. 

2. The election of the school board by wards or Khoo] districtf.

PROF. ZEUbLIN OF CHICAGO UNIVERSITY TALKS OF 
MODERN PROBLEMS AND OF COMMERCIAL IM- 
MORALITY. THE MALLOCK FIASCO. 


Prof. Q«rlei ZuebKn, of tlw 
Chicago UniYerAitya has wriitm an 
article for the Philadelphia Sorth 
American, on the subject of Com¬ 
mercial Morality, paying his cespccts 
to the Gvic Federation and W. H. 
Mallock in the following language: 

Before tbe day of in«chmery» in-, 
dintry was truly cpiapetitive; the taw' 
of cempctiUoiip which had long been 
the boast of our ««>aoTtuati, was in 
fall force and operation. 

But whatever may be thoaght of the 
competitive ayalcm. its advantages, or 
dl^advaniagcs. certain it U that it lias 
long since paased away. With tht 
coming ot machinerv, the srtisan 
mast leave hie shem and independent 
toil, and join his'labor with tbcni^ands 
of other wufkmeti in the world's iO’cat 
factories and mills; or it may be with i 
eur railway and other public aervice 
corporationa. He coaid not hope, 
with the olds sio^de •roecaaea. to com¬ 
pete with mecbani4uJ production. Oi • 
ganizatioii and combination were thus 
everywhere the order of the day: 
division of labor osd co-operation of 
effort was carried to ita utmost limit 

Thus, in this age of industrial prog- 
resi has been botU up a bormontous 
industrial organism; in which each 
part, or ind&Idttoh labors together 
with every other part, or individual, 
for Ihe satiafoction of the mutual and 
varied wants of oil* in one vast co¬ 
operative system. 

The corporation oa at present con¬ 
stituted ia, in fact, a monstrosity from 
whatever staodpoinc considered.

tlic number of single truck cars 
used on each such line,. 

Section 2. Any person or cor¬ 
poration violating any of tlie fore- 
piing provisions of this ordinance 
sliall be puiilslied by a fine of not 
less than one hundred, nor more 
than five hundred dollars, and each 
and every day in whidi such per¬ 
son or corporation sliall be in de¬ 
fault slull he deemed a separate and 
distinct oflTen.sc.

Exch^me Fire 

Tly> insuzape^ B>tli..ar« up in 
arm* oyer tbe ftfe, ibf.q^r day at 
the Rnilw'ay Exchange Gilding by 
which the to^ floors 'wito gutted 
and the lower floors flooded with 
water. The fire department bad to 
take its hose i)(k,on thi;. Iron-block, 
nealy half a block away, and Mnd 
the streams of water up and over 
the long stretch of intervening 
roofs. And all this becauM the 
standpipe in the Railway Exchange 
building wa* found to be a misfit. 
The couplings were found to be of 
a different thread than the depart¬ 
ment’s hoK, so that the stand pipe 
was as useless a* if it liad never 
been installed. This is a reflection 
on the present management of the 
fire department, as it is the de¬ 
partment’s business to sec that all 
such thinp are riglu before a fire 
occurs. The captains of thq de¬ 
partment and the chief are sup- 
ixjserl to keep Inspecting the large 
buildings to see If everything i* 
right, and they take plenty of in¬ 
specting offs to do it in. ' An in¬ 
vestigation may be called for, ns 
the way the Railway Exchange fire 
was handled a large amount of. 
property was ruined.
